a. (U) Imagery Intelligence flMINT) Branch (J2311 provides staff 
management relative to the intelligence aspects of imagery reconnaissance 
collection, processing, exploitation, dissemination, and sensor systems 
operating within the USPACOM and the validation of specific imagery collection 
and exploitation requirements. Duties as they pertain to aerial 
reconnaissance include: 

(1) (U) Serves as the principal advisor for the USCINCPAC JRC 
on aerial imagery reconnaissance collection requirements and sensor systems. 
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(2) (U) Manages recurring USPACOM imagery collection and expaloitation 
requirements through the Imagery Reconnaissance Requirements Program (IROP) , 
to include USPACOM submission to Defense Intelligence Agency (DIA) for 
validation and collection action, as appropriate. 

(3) (U) Coordinates the USPACOM quarterly review of the IROP. 

(4) (U) Validates USPACOM high-priority imagery collection by national 
platforms. 

(5) (U) Provides management direction and USCINCPAC staff cognizance 

of the Pacific Imagery Processing and Interpretation Center (PIC) , as well as 
management of the imagery collection-related aspects of the Ocean Surveillance 
Information Systems (OSIS) .

The review trip team consists of USCINCPAC 
representatives from J314, J23, and C3S, as well as representatives from 
CINCPACFLT, CINCPACAF, HQ 5AF/D0R, and NCPAC. A Colonel-Captain/Brigadier 
General-Rear Admiral from J3 or J2 acts as team chief during at least one of 
the WESTPAC Review Trips each year.
